| On account of certain similar- 
ities in the skull, bears at one time 
were believed to be close relatives 
of the weasels. But further research 
has led scientists to believe that 
they are of closer kin te the dogs. 

Bears are known as plantigrade. 
animals, which means that they 
place the entire sole of hind 
foot on the ground when Walking, 
the same as a man does. Many 
animals, suci as the dog, cat and 
horse, are digitrade, stepping only 
on their toes. (Digits are fingers 
and toes.) 

The bears are animals of the 
Northern Hemisphere; only one 
form ranges south of the Equator. 
In the northern parts of their 
range, they become exceedingly 


soon as cold weather approaches, 
they seek out a den. This may be 
among rocks, or a hole in a hill- 
side or under the roots of a fallen 
tree. In this cozy den the bear goes

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Canadian Pictures 

Art critics have commended many of 
the pictures in this year’s exhibition of the 
Canadian Society of Water Color Painters 
just opened in Ottawa in the National Gal- 
lery. 

Forty of the best pictures shown will 
be sent across the country for exhibition in 
the chief Canadian cities. They will arrive 
in Edmonton during December. Officials of 
the Gallery are hopeful that most of them 
will be purchased for hanging in private 
homes. 
’ here is no doubt that Canadians are 
becoming considerably more conscious of the 
work of Canadian artists. And the hope 
that more of these pictures will be purchas- 
ed for Canadian homes is quite legitimate. 

But the average Canadian, unless he 
travels to the East, has comparatively little 
opportunity to inspect the art output of Can- 
adians, much less spend his money on them. 


It is true that the occasional travelling | 


exhibit comes to Edmonton and is shown at 
the Museum of Arts. But usually, it is 
only the most expensive work that is thus 
sent on tour and many fine pictures, within 
the means of the average purchaser, never 
come within reach of potential markets at 
all. 

Second only in importance to the pro- 
duction of art is the circulation of art. That 
is to say, art products must be moved around 
freely if they are to be brought to be public 
as they should be. 

Unfortunately, most art societies sel- 
dom have sufficient funds to circulate pic- 
tures in large numbers 

It was announced awhile ago that the 
federal government proposed to spend a fair 
sum of money on the encouragement of art 
in Canada. It could spend that money no 
more effectively than in promoting travel- 
ling art exhibits so that there will come to 
all the Canadian people, not only the very 
greatest works of Canadian art, but the 


many fine pictures that average Canadians | 


ean afford to buy. 


Safety Zone Safety 


The installation of warning lights at 
the traffic safety zones at 101 and 100 streets 
and Jasper avenue has been completed. No 
possible excuse exists now for the further 
demolition of these zone structures.

This special health drive could b. pro 
fitably emulated in almost every city in Can- 
ada, including Edmonton. For while Ed- 
monton restaurants are mostly clean and 
well-ordered, some of them run very close 
to infraction of sanitation measures 

It is essential to public health that sev 
eral fundamenta) rules be respected—rules 
that frequently are broken in this city 

For instance, if is it not against the law, 
it should be contrary to law to permit the 


Sweeping of eating places while customers 
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are being served food. This dangerous prac- 
tice is common in Rdmonton. 
Counters and tables should be kept 


| scrupulously wiped and clean. Dishes should | 


| be washed in a manner that will sterilize 


| ease. 
Periodical checks should be made on the 
health of employes handling food and even 


healthy employes should be subject to dis- | 
| missal should they unnecessarily use their | 


| hands instead of utensils to serve food. 
If these regulations exist and are being

Soviet Science 

The leading magazine of Russia, the 
“Bolshevik,” is said to have put forward the 
extraordinary claim that Russian scientists 
invented the radio and the electric light.

The amazing feature of this wild tale 
is not that the Soviet magazine would have 
the nerve to print it, but that the Soviets 
expect the Russian people to believe it. 

In short, the Soviet opinion of Russian 
common sense and judgment must be ex- 
ceedingly low if such obviously false trash 
is seriously handed out to Russian readers. 
Indeed, Russian common sense must be at 
a very low ebb under the Soviets if such 
stuff goes readily down the Russian intellec- 
tual hatch. 

This article, which apparently seeks to 
establish the acuteness of Russian brains, 
plainly disproves its own contention in the 
manner in which it is foisted upon the Rus- 
Sian public.

London: The British press has 
given Prime Minister Clement Att- 
lee's plan to beat the crisis a mix- 
ed reception The first reaction 


has been to doubt whether the pro- | 


posals go far enough. In the main, 
however, the leading press articles 


feel, in the words of the Man- 
chester Guardian, that “there is 
a refreshing realism about the 
plan.” 
The Guardian continued 

“It touches, however, tenta- 
tively Benuine causes of our 


trouble. To get this point the 
government and its supporters 
had to set aside for the pres- 
ent some of their cherished 
schemes and to adapt their 
minds to the situation which 
demands of them severe self- 
discipline in the national inter- 
est 

It has taken time to make 
these decisions and it will take 
more time to gain the active 
co - operation of labor in 
carrying them into effect. Mr 
Attlee’s plan will be adequate 
only if the government can win 
this support. If not, the grow- 
ing danger will soon demand 
a further set of measures to 
cope with the nation’s econom- 
ic problem.”

AFTER describing the caus- 
es of the crisis it continues: 

“But the main trouble as the 
Prime Minister plainly admit- 
ted is . . . one of production. 
It is lagging of production 
both here and all over the 
whole world that has set up 
a widespread dollar shortage 
The dollar shortage in turn 
has placed an excessive burden 
on this country as the clearing 


house for world trade. The 
problem must be attacked 
from all sides. It seems that 
this country, at any rate, is 
ready to tackle its share of 
the work.” 

THE LONDON Times declared 


that “the policy which the Prime 
Minister sketched out yesterday 
can be made into a real program 
of recovery. To make it so will call

for decision, courage and leader- 
ship.” 
| The Times emphasized: 

This is the test not only 
for the Labor government, 
which must bear the respon- 
sibility, but for all of the na- 
tion and its manner of self- 
government. In a world div- 
ided by contrasting creeds and 
politics, the recovery of power 
| of prompt decision by free 
| peoples and their leaders is 
| imperative if freedom is to 
prevail. 

For two years since, fighting 
ceased there has been the 
same reluctance to take notice 
of plain warnings as there was 
in the foreign field before the 
war and the same reluctance 
to apply the -necessary but 
drastic remedies as there was 
in the early years of the war 
itself. The Prime Minister and 
his colleagues must, at least, 
have glimpsed many months 
ago the hard decisions which 
would have to be made to save 
the country from decline and 
ruin, but they could not bring 
themselves to more than half 
measures until opinion at large 
had caught up and even out- 
run them. The most that can 
be said in palliation is that in 
| all their -indecisions the gov- 
| ernment was powerfully abet- 
| ted by persistent cries of the 

opposition against the short 
| commons to which the com- 

munity was already being sub- 
| jected 

The Daily Herald, official organ 
of the Labor Party, said the Prime 
Minister had “appealed with con- 
fidence to the workers of Britain 


to co-operate to the utmost in a 
program which he announced 
His confidence is not misplaced.” 


The Daily Teiegraph, after giv- 
ing credit to the Prime Minister 


|for “his attempt to make his de- 


scription of the prescription for

PARIS—France’s economic crisis 
is second in gravity only to that 
of Britain. Whereas Britain's 
troubles are largely external and 
arise from her inability to grow 
more than half the food that her 
population is accustomed to con- 
suming, France's troubles are es- 
sentially internal and are more 
political than economic 

France, in a normal year, grows 
all the food she needs. Unfortun- 
ately, in this critical year the wheat 
crop has been badly affeeted by 
the severe frost in the early spring. 
At the moment, all over France 
everyone is eating 1 dank, yellow 
|bread made from maize. The 
|French are one of the greatest 
| bread-eating nations in the world; 
their dislike for their present bread 
ration is not assauged by those Am- 
ericans who write to Paris news- 
papers extolling the excellence of 
American cornbread. What these 
light-hearted correspondents forget 
is that the cornbread that “Mother 
used to bake” contains a lot of 
butter, which is in far too short 
supply in Franee today to be used 
in bread. Indeed, except in the 
homes of the rich, you seldom even 
see it spread on bread.

Was Can- 
ada reminded that her war-time 
sacrifice would now be used to 
keep down any bid for independ- 
ence in the Dutch empire? Not on 
your sweet life. 

The sum total of protest came 
from a few trades unions, promptiy 
branded “Communist-ins pire d.” 
Yerry Flahiff packed his bags, 
climbed into his personal plane and 
flew away home, mission complet- 


ed.

The business deal went a little 
farther than merely an exchange 
of cash and credits for the shoot- 
ing irons. We were not just cash- 
minded international munitions 

erchants because, as you may re- 

all, a considerable number of Can- 
adian troops were thrown in with 
the bargain. 

It was a strange and disillusion- 
fng sight throughout Holland in 
that year to see Canadian officers 
and non-com’s drilling 
young Netherlanders in the art of 
scientific murder, the liberators and 
the liberated collaborating in the 
interests of keeping a rich but 
shaky empire together. 

The American forces, too, were 
generous in handing over their 
war-time experience to the new 
soldiers. In any of the recent pic- 
tures from the Indonesian front 
you will see the Dutch troops in 
the famous American battle helmet, 
e pictorial reminder that war 
breeds war. 

In the last two years a few small 
voices have piped up occasionally 
to remind Canada that native pat- 
riots were dying from weapons 
tooled in this country and in the 
hands of Canadian-trained troops. 
But it wasn’t what you'd call a pop- 
ular issue. Indonesia? Just another 
cockeyed, musical comedy war 
somewhere in the mysterious east. 

And so the “cease fire” on that 
distant front this week will mean 


little or nothing to those of our) 


statesmen who spoke for peace, but 
had guns for hire.
